Mrs. Eloisc English, daughter of the late

Thcfusilade, in which 
twelve shots were fired, five of which took 
effect, was the climax to a qurrcl in which 
the wife insisted that her 4-year-old son 
should not be permitted to chop wood 
The tragedy brought to a close a romance 
which united two prominent, families in an 
elopement to Philadelphia and a secret 
marriage on Dec. 6, 1900. Arthur Eng- 
lish was the son of Thomas Dunn English, 
noted poet author of "Ben Bolt". 


Order To Kill Dogs. 


One hundred and fifty Adams County 


dogs are destined to meet sudden deaths 
within the next few weeks if their owners 
do not pay up promptly the tax due on 
them. 
The county commissioners,- on 


March 22, notified constables of a number 
of districts to kill all dogs on which no tax 
has been paid. They are also required to 
dispose of the bodies after the slaying has 
been done. The law provides that the con- 
stables shall be paid $1 for pach dog killed 
and buried or otherwise disposed of. It 
also provides that $2 shall be deducted 
from their pay for each dog which they 
fail to kill and dispose of. They are al- 
lowed to receive tax on dogs when they 
start forth on their slaying expeditions but 
cannot give receipts and must turn in the 
money to the county commissioners who 
will issue the receipt.

Vol. Re- 
serve Corps. He was advanced until on 
March 15th, 1805, he became colonel of 
the 192nd Pa. Vol. Infantry. At the bat- 
tle of Gettysburg he was with his orignal 
command, at that time being Liet. Col. of 
the regiment which occupied Little Round 
Top and played a prominent pait in the 
battle. After the surrender of Lee he was 
assigned to command the post at Harper's 
Ferry and was mustered out Aug. 24, 1805 
for gallant conclut at North Anna River. 
He was breveted Brigadier General, dat- 
ing from March 15, 1805. 


At the close of war he returned to York 


Springs and the rernainer of his life follow- 
ed civil engineering. 'Colonel Stewart was 
never married and he is suruivcd by one 
brother and four sisters: Capt D. M. 
Stewart, of York Springs; Misses Sallie 
and Katharine Stewart, of Chambcrsburg;

Wood Tar. 


Wood tar, known also as Stockholm 


and as Archangel tar, is principally 
prepared in the great pine forests of 
central and northern Russia, Finland 
and Sweden. The material chiefly em- 
ployed is the resinous stools and roots 
of the Scotch fir and the Siberia larch. 
A large amount of tar is uiso prepared 
from the'roots of tbe swamp pine in 
North and South Carolina, Georgia and 
Alabama, in the United States. The 
process can be effected in TWO ways: 
(1) by stacking and firing as in the 
manufacture of charcoal; this method 
Is wasteful as it is impossible to re- 
cover the valuable by-products; aud 
(2) by distilling from retorts, ovens 
or kilns. 
While the second is the 


more economical method, it is hardly 
practical except on a large scale for 
manufacturing purposes, as It inrolrei 
the installation of an extensive plant, 
retorts, condensing apparatus, etc.

Busiest and Hardwt Workers in World 


—Have No Ttiought of Play While 


Work !• Before Them. 


In Japan boys are apprenticed to 


learn a trade much younger than boys 
in our country are, H. Croy writes in 
Northwestern 
Christian 
Advocate. 


Thousands are put in shops to learn 
to be blacksmiths when an American 
boy would still be in school 
A Japa- 


nese father has so many boys that he 
has to put them out at some useful 
trade in order that they may bring 
in money to support the family. 
The 


boys have to work long hours; from 
seven in the morning until six in the 
evening. 


They are faithful workers, the 


busiest you could find anywhere in 
the world.' Even when a visitor comes 
and stands in the door to watch one 
of them work he will not look up from 
his work. He has no thought of play 
as long as he is at work; but when 
his hours are over no boy likes to get 
out and have a little fun more than he. 


Japanese blacksmith shops open on 


to the street, so that the boy at his 
anvil sits within a few feet of the side- 
walk. The shops are closed at night 
by putting boards in the front and 
barring them welL There are no doors 
with hinges. The hinge, is unknown 
in Japan; what doors there are are 
made to slide back and forth. 


There are many more blacksmith 


shops in Japan than in our country; 
there is one every few doors, and in 
walking along the street you may hear 
the clang-clang of hammers. 


The boy wears a black apron with 


pockets; this he takes oft when ready 
to start home in the evening. 
He 


wears wooden shoes—flat boards with 
straps over them to keep f&e shoes 
from falling off. His stockings are 
called tabis and come only to his 
ankle. And always there is a separate 
compartment for the big toe. An 
American boy would have a hard 
time in keeping a pair of Japanese 
shoes on, yet a Japanese boy can put 
up a mighty good footrace with noth- 
ing to hold his wooden saoes on ex- 
cept his big toe.

So Wisely Distributed That Tax- 


ation Will Affect Farmers to 


a Degree Practically 


Unnoticeable. 


So many rumors have beet circu- 


lated 
regarding 
war taxation 
h» 


Canada that the statement made by 
Sir Thomas White, Canadian Minister 
of Finance, of the Go«err>a>eiu'a ptaxu 
for raising war reveuw should be giv- 
en the widest circulation. Sir Thomas 
made it clear that the reveuue will be 
raised by taxing the profits of incor- 
porated companies* whenever thoae 
profits exceed sersn per cent, and tbe 
profits of unincorporated firms or part- 
nerships when the profits -exceed ten 
per cent. On all such excess profit* 
these companies or firms will have to 
contribute one-quarter to th« Govern- 
ment. 
Transportation 
companies, 


banks, mining, milling, and other com- 
panies will be subject to this taxation, 
but life insurance companies, and com- 
panies with less thnn fifty thousand 
dollars capitalization, and companies, 
firms, or individuals engaged in agri- 
culture or stock raising, are exempt, 
and pay no part of this taxatton. Tbe 
only other additional taxation pso- 
posed is an increase of fifty cents a 
barrel in the customs duty on apples 
and ona-baif cent a gallon in customs 
tiuty on certain kinds of oils. 


it will be noticed that this taxation 


is being applied in such a way that it 
does not affert farmers in the sllgtit- 
est degree, except, perhaps, through a 
small increase in cost of apples and 
oil. The war revenue ie to be paid sat 
of the profits of the big lirrus and com- 
panies with capital of over Ufty thou 
sand dollars, and even tbese are al- 
lowed seven por cent in some cases, 
and ten por cent -11 others, of clear 
profits before they have to pay any 
pt?n of this taxation. It will be seen 
that the whole policy is to place tho 
war expenditure taxation on those who 
flave been making his profits ami a,re 
able to pay it, tnd to encourage Tana 
ing and stockraising by exempting 
farmers and stock-raisers from the tax- 
ation. This ought ro set at rest ev«ry 
rumor that the farmer or the farmer's 
land is being taxed to pay the cost of 
the war.—Advertisement.
